_Now it would, I think, be foolish 
to shut our eyes to facts of thid Idnd. ‘The 
examination could hardly bo simpler than 
it waa; the ler to be givon away was’ 
of some valuc—$80 per month—and the 
. result was very disappoloting; but Inow 
ropeat what at that time I ventured to put 
into’ n minute’ which’'was published’ inthe 
Government -Gazétte—that-in lovking: over 
the papers and report of the examination,. 
though I rogrotted the result, I yet folt 
that the Chinese students whe competed at 
that examination Had ‘shown. groat intelli- 
gence and industry; and Thad every hope 
that at 4 subscquent examination ‘somo of 
them would be auocessful. L have no doubt 
“that in ony subscquent examination some of 
‘them will be succossful, but it is insportant, 
sochome of examination I may 
establish shall bo iu accordance with the 
educational system of the Colony, and 
brought down to tho standard existing hore. 
And on this subject I am bound to say that 
my friend, Mc Stewart, mentioned just 
now. that there was an app“intment, in the 
Chinese Customs given by Mr Bredon, just 
before’ he'left.for the North recently, which 
appolntment has beon awarded to a Obinese 
outh, whom,I seo.here.on. my right, It 
t fair to‘ montion that some of the best 
pupila in this school declined te take that 
appointment, -1t.does not’ at all follow 
that the best pupils of this schoo! or any 
other -sohool should aspire to Government 
appointments ; 1 would not recommend 
the youth of: thia Colony or of any 
Qolony to look, forward . to..Governmont 
employment as the sole object of their 
- education, Fortunately we live in the 
contre of & groat mercantile community ; 
and I bellove that the small number who 
competed for the clerkship to which I have 
boon roforring is to a great extent owing to 
the fact that many who could undoubtedly 
- have passed that examination with crodit, 
preferred, and very rightly proferred to 
devote thomselvon to other purtults, 
Now in giving whatever sppointments 
may bo at tho disposal of the Go- 
yernor of this Colony { shall still ad- 
here, within cortaln safe limits, to tho 
arrangements already. “announced; bus at 
the same time, 1 believe I shall be justified 
from timo.to time in selecting for appoint- 
qmonts thone young men who may bo re- 
commonded to me either by. Mr Stewart or 
by other competent gentlemen. in the Oolo- 
ny» Giving on occasional appointment to 
open competition cannot fail to do good, 
‘but at tho same timo retaining in my hands

You are all awaro, ladiva and gentlemen, 
that ‘tho’ subject of education is nob one 
pon witch peopl in this Colony have 
been silent. For, many years past It haa 
been. discussed ‘in every shape and form, 
and, indeod, 1 think I-was not many hours 
jn the Uolony—even before 1 went down 
to tho Qouncil Chamber to read Her 
Mojesty’s Comm'ssion—I wasadvisod by the 
Intelligont'orgaus of tho prosa to announce 
what was‘call. d- my policy on tho subjoct 
of education. Well, L had other things to 
do, aud in- addition to that I pe it 
well'to pay ‘somo-nttention to the subject, | 
to atudy it on the - spot, before 
ventured 6 express any opinion, And 
what is my policy?

In that room 
Lehould think there were 130 or 150 Chi- 
nese youths being inatructed ‘by threo Chi- 
neso tesolers, Now I’ found that they 
were reading the Chinese Classics ; | found 
that the three Ohlnese teachers. who wore 
Instructing them in the Chineso Classica, 
had, themselves, no knowledge of the Eng- 
lish language; and of these 140, or 150 
pupils 1 suppose I should be accurate in 
paying that not half speak English—Mr 
¢ Stewart tolls me that not one of them 
speaks English. Now those pupils, Iwas very 
glad to sve, wore reading the Chineso Olas- 
pics by the aid of Chinese teachers. During 
the whole of the year we have had 610 
pupila attendiog this echool, I asked my 
friend, Mr S-ewart, this morning how many 
of these were able to speak English, and he 
sald about 50 or 60. Now these aro foots 
‘of groat interest for us to know, They 
point to that which I say Mr Stewart above 
all mon desires. They point to the desira- 
bility of our endeavouring to keep the 
upila who come’ to this school a little 
longer in’ the school, The system unfor~ 
tunately is that, after. learning perhaps 
what wo might call only a smat 
toring of knowledge,. many of the pu- 
ils leave the eachool and go at once 
Toto business housos. I beliove Mr Stewart 
will be able. to suggest to me means 
by which we my induce the pupils to 
devote a longer period to their echool stu- 
dieg—I do not mean o longer period each 
day, but a greater number of years, But 
he also suggests something else, With 
whom do these boys, that f now see before 
mo, mix when they leave the school! How 
mauy Englishspeaking ompanionsvrirlends 
bave thoy } Ve y, very, few, In this Colony, 
and in this res:ect it is unlike Singapore, 
‘ou. do not meet with many Chinese, who, 
In the ordinary course of ‘business, can 
speak ‘or write Enzlish, 1 think one of 
owe principal duties as educationists must 
be to increase the numbet of English 
npeaking and Knglioh writhg Chinese in- 
habitaats of Hongkong, 1 believe we will’ 
be able to do that not only by moans of 
this valuable: institution but also by the 
* other: educativnel: agercies in this Colony.

Mr Stowart,: having 
consulted with the Colonial Surgeon an 
with some of our medical friends and the 
Committee of that Bospital,-will lt be poa- 
sible for him to frame ascheme by: which 
we might have some Chineso trained to a 
knowledge of medicine and surgery? If he 
sucodeda in puiting 8 practical plan before 
me, I certainly will consult, my honourable 
frionds on the Counoil as to providing a 
fund for carrying ‘that plan into effect. 
(Applause.) | 

Now I am bound aa Governor of this 
Colony to say that there is one object of 
public instruction that, above all others, 
should engage my attention. Nothing is 
now ‘so universally recognised as this fact— 
that education is the greateat. doterrent to 
crime, and thotefore it is my duty to con- 
sider how. far our educational system co-- 
operates with the Government In tho re- 
pression and prevention of orime; and on 
that subject 1 “noticed a paragraph in the 
Inst report of my friend Mr Stewart, which 
undoubtedly in & very serious one, At the 
end of that report is mentioned.the fact 
that whilst, I think he saya, there are 
16,400 children in this Colony, 4,000 and 
odd only are attending school, and that 
deducting those who are under tho age 
of six years, there are 12,000 children 
of an age to attend school who aro attend- 
{og no sohool whatever in this Colony, 
‘Vhere are. they ?. Well, as you go along 
towards Hast Point you can see them play- 
{ng Inthe street. I say it is my first 
duty to. endeavour, with the assistance of 
Mr Stewart, to educate as many. of these 
now uneducated children as we can.— 
(Applause) ; and therefore I contemplate 
consulting my Council upon the establish 
ment in this Colony of an industrial school 
and of extending the roformatory kage 
such as it is at this moment, It is our 
duty to do so; aduty we owe to the chil- 
dren, a duty wo also owe to the taxpayers 
of this Oolony, to protect them againat a 
criminal class growing up among them. 
It is our duty on all bands to take steps to 
diminish that number of 12,000 that Mr 
Stowart tells us aro receiving no educa'ion. 
(Applause). : 

I may tell you in regard to the very last 
Colony. that I had ‘the opportunity of 
governing, only a few weeks ago 1 was 
looking over # parliamentary return, laid 
before the House of Commons, in, which 
it was stated by the Legislature of. that 
Colony that ono in sighteen of the’ po- 
pulation, was attending school, In this 
Oolony the number is only, so far as I have 
been able to ascertain, one in fifty-two, so 
that there isa very large margio for public 
instruction, . We have much to do and, 
crowded as this hall is to-day, we must 
have many ‘halls like it to fill before 
the public instruction of Hongkong will 
be on the same eatistactory basis os I 
have scen it in othor: places. These 
are facts which it is desirable for us to 
remomber.. Itisby knowlug them and by 
co-operating together that we can hope to 
bring about in this Colony that state of 
public instraction of which the Government 
ought not to be ashamed. And I may say 
this ia eapecially our duty here upon the 
confines of China—speaking in the presence 
of perhaps one of the most: distinguished 
living scholars of China and Obinese, my 
friend, the Kev. Dr Mitel, who will bear 
mo out when J say that the instruction 
of. the people, no matter how rude and 
elementary, the’ iastruo ion of the children 
of the people bas been carried out in that 
great Mmpire, aud has for centuries been 
carried out, in a mode which should set us 
and all European countries an example. 
Even in littlo Chinese villages on the other 
side of the water you aes the boys, little 
boys, attending school, It may be that 
they learn, from our point of view, very 
little—perhaps thoy only get off by heart a 
few. moral and ethical precepts, but they are 
kept at school away from the streets, and 
whatever the resulta may bo it is manifest 
that the peace and good order of that vast 
country is in no amall degree dependent 


upon that mosh of public instruction which | wi 


is thrown dver the whole empire, 

This, ladies and gentlemon, fs I think a 
fitting opportunity for me, in again con- 

atulating Mr Stewart and the pupils who 

ave obtained these prizes to-day, it isa 
fitting opportunity for me to say that 
whatever discussions may have taken 
place tn. this Qolony, and. they have 
raged pretty ‘warmly now for a good 
many years, I believe we are all united in 
an earnest desire to promote t'@ public in- 
struction of the people, and I believe that 
when. we come to examine a Httle closer 
what are called the differences that exist it 
will bo found thot they are not very deep, 
and that they should not keep as apart. 
.On a recent cerasion during the absence 
of my. right rev. -friend, Bishop Bur- 
don, I had the pleasure of distributing 
tho prises at. t. Paul’s College. What 
I then ssid I now repeat—that the 
Government of this Qolony 4s. above 
the quarrels, disputes and. polemios of edus 
cationista, and the only desire of Govern 
mont iq to do foll Justice and to givo fair 
play to-all parties, and it in not because the 
Government igivel assistance one day to.

Tho priaoner was indicted:on one count 
for ‘assault ceceraning anal bodily harm 
to Inspeotor W. F. Whitehead on the 23rd 
December last. sleeps ° 

The Attorney General, the Hon. G. Phil- 
Lipp. instructed by Mr Sharp, the Crown 
Solicitor; appeared to prosecute, 

Mr Hayllar, Q.C., instricted- by Mr Bre- 
reton, appeared for tho defence. 

The iollowing Special Jury was ompa- 
nelled :—Messra D.: Gillies, “A, Newton, 
W.C.-von Pustau,.8r., H; Nicsise, J. H. 
Boott, J. G. T, Hassell and A, Coxon. 5 

The Attorney General in opening the case 

inted out tho nature of the indictment. 

‘t was for assault ovcasioning actual bodily 
harm. Thé injury need not be permanent, 
nor.in tha nature of A sgh bodily harm; 
if it interfered. with the prosecutor's health 
and comfort, it was sufficient, If the Jury. 


was not satisfled with - that, they could re-. 


turn 8 verdict of common assault, He then 
narrated the facts of the case, : 
Inspector W, F, Whitehead was called: — 
Iam Inspector of Brothels, haying been s0 
four years next Maroh. Previous to that 
I was o sergeant in H; M. 80th Regiment 
up-to drd March 18 I then obtained m 
discharge on my claiming it. On the after- 
noon of the 22nd December I was: in the 
office of Mr Hayllar, attending to a meoting 
of the Commission on the Contagious Diseases 
Ordinance. IJ left at 20 minutes to 6 p.m, 
I met Captain Walker of the steamer Norna. 
He went home with me on my invitation to 
dine with me, I had only a cup of coffee 
and a glass of water at ‘dinner, That was 
all I‘had. About 10°-minutes to 9 
I left homo with Captain Walker. I live 
at Baxter house, Caine: Road. I and 
Capt. Walker went to-Queen’s Road as far 
ag Acheo’s shop; we stayed there about half 
an-hour end then went to the Hongkong 
Hotel, arriving there about 10 minutes to 10 
.m. - I had « glass of sherry there with 
‘apt, Walker; that was the first glass of 
liquor Thad ‘during that day. - I bad not 
been drinking any kind of liquor durin 
that mouth, We then went to the Orient: 
Hotel with Capt. Walker. We met Capt. 
Rumby there. There were a great many 
persons at the. bar, ship engineers, chiefly, 
and officers of ships, We went to the Bowling 
‘alley}-there were 10 or 12 persons playin; 
there. They wore chiefly non-commission 
officers of the artillery. I looked on for half 
an hout, ‘when Capt. Walker asked’ me.to 
wait for him at the Hotel. After ho leit 
the. gamo finished, and I joined in the next 
gome. ‘There are two alleys, and I played 
with four non-commissioned officers and one 
Européan policeman named, Clare. I saw 
Newman, defendant, there. He played in 
the opposite alley. I left the house about 
12 o'olook when the house closed. The pro- 
por-hour for closing was 12 o’olook. Capt. 
Walker.returned. I had seen Newman be- 
fore, and I had‘been in his company on ono 
or two occasions at the BR. A. Sergeants’ 
mess. That was the extent of my soquaint- 
ance with him, I had met him on one or 
two occasions’ at the Oriental, but I was 
never intimate with “him. When I left the 
hotel, I was alone, but the four non-com- 
missioned officers i me at the door, viz: 
Sergts. Tomlin, Clack, Goodwin, Wilson and 
Gascoigne. I went along. with them as far 
aa Peol Street. [parted .with them at tho 
junction of Peel Street. They went up Peel 
Street, I went along Wellington Street as 
far as Aberdeen Street. I hired a chair 
at the Oriental, which followed me. I told 
the chair-coolies to wait under Noronha’s wall 
until] came back. I went up AberdeanStrect, 
down. into Gage Strect, and. there I was 
looking about; my duty. called mo to do so. 
It is my duty'to detect unlicensed brothels, 
I stood at the corner of Graham Street and 
Gage Street for some 15 minutes, and then I 
ed, back the same wey I came to Aber- 
deen Street, On our way from the Oriental 
Hotel, I saw Inspector Horspool at the corner 
of Pottinger Street near Cassumbhoy’s shop 
in Wellington Street. Newman was walk- 
ing abreast me; be had joined us when wo 
left the Oriental hotel. Newman called ont 
Look out, boys, we shall soon be in the 
hands of the Palive ”” as we passed Mr Hors- 
pool. I do not believe that 1 spoke to New- 
maninthe Oriental Hotel that evening or 
oncoming ont. I had s glass of soda cock- 
tail at the Oriental; it was. made of soda 
water ond bitters, There was no spirit put 
into it, I was perfectly sober.. Newman 
was not sober when he made use of that 
expression,. The non-commissioned officers 
had been drinking, but they were neither 
drunk nor sober; I believe they were not 
drunk, When I parted with them in Wel- 
Ungton Street, I ig aoe where they were 
going to, and the housojwhich they wore 
going to. I did not seo any one of them 
enter.any house. Sergeants Goodwin sud 
Wilson, were the two men I Inst spoke to 
when I parted pith them: Newman. went 
tip to Peel Street with the first four men 
(non+pommissioned officers), “When I was in 
Aberdeen Street the second time after having 
toade my round alone; I went to Gage Street, 
when I heard a whistle; I ran down Aber- 
deen Street; gotinto Wellington Street, when 
eard a stamping of the fect: I saw 
jereons crossing the strest, down 
cel Btreot towards Queen's Road. There 
was loud talking in..Englishs J went 
then towards’ Peel; Street, At. the corner 
I sow three-men standing in the middle 
of the road in Poel Street, One. of 
them then met me; he came. towards mo 
leaving ‘the other two standing, That man 
was Newman: He said ‘you are just the 
maniwanted.” I said-‘Indeods what for?” 
Ho said “I-am going to atrest you.” I 
anid don’t be so foolish, what are you talk- 
ing-about?”. I wasin plain clothes that 
Fevening: I had nothing in my hands.’ My 
hands were in my pockets.

We all then went to the Central 
Station; I was takon in-this way there, I 
was attacked about 1 o'clock a.m, 4 do not 
know -what the time was when I got to the 
Station. My faco was swollen, and-I could 
not sco with my eyes. Newman spoke first 
at the Charge Room ;' ke told the Sergeant 
(Stanton) to put me ‘on the- charge for 
assaulting’ him. Sergeant Stanton said he 
would not do anything of the -sort, that I 
looked to be the one most assaulted, I then 
asked Sergeant’ Stanton to. put Newman on 
the Chargo Sheet. I hod not discovered 
then that I had lost the four teoth, my 
mouth was so much swollen up. . I felt very 
Fooly all the time I was standing in the 
harge Room. Sergeant Stanton said he 
could do nothing of the sort. I called for 
Inspector Horapool. He sent for him; mean- 
time F went to the water tap and washed 
my face. When I onme back, Sergeant 
Stanton said Horspool was not in, He also 
said that as both of us wero known, I had 
better take out a summons. P, C. Sangs- 
ter was present. Newman immediately said 
| to mo ‘Do you call yourself an Inspector or 
a Policeman? I don’t; I call yous —— 
—— jong pan?” (an Inapector).. Stanton 
then ‘ordered him and another man and

They went out to the Police compound, and 
I followed them in about a minute afterward 
and went into Wellington Street to where I 
had been struck, looking for my hat. I did 
not find my hat but found what T after- 
wards saw to be a ast of bag pipes. I put 
them into my chair, which followed me. I 
kept the bag-pipes until claimed afterwards 
by Kenneth Beaton. I had not seen those 
bag-pipes until I saw them in the gutter, 
I never had any quarrel with. Newman at 
any ne I did not strike him that night; 
I had me operas , I did not go into 
any house whatever from the time I left the 
Oriontal until I went to the Station, I did 
not see Haddock, the Chief Officer of the 
Mangerton, thet night, I never saw him

By Mr Hayllar:—I am Chief Inspeotor of 
Brothels, and my duty leads me to know o 
got deal of brothels registered or otherwiao. 

ewman was drunk and the soldiers were 
talkative that night, when we left the 
oriental. There were four registered brothels 
in Wellington: Street on the 22nd, and a 
great many suspected ones. “ 

Mr Hayllar:—Assuming yourself to be 
sober, do you think it a reputable thing for 
you to go with four or five drunken men 
down that street at that time of the night ? 

Answer :—I consider it my duty to do so, 

Q.—Do you consider it your duty to go 
about with drunken men in that neighbour- 
hood at that time of the night ? 

A.—It is my system to detoot unlicensed 
brothels, 


Q.—Can you mention a single instance of po 


our having detected an unlicensed brothel 
yy going about with drunken men at night ? 
A.—Yes, on two occasions. I forget the 
dates. : 
Mr Hayllar: I must have dates. 
Witness: I had two cases in 1874, 
refer to the books in the office.” 
Mr Hayllar desired. him to refresh his 
memory by referring to his books. ; 
Inspector Whitehead here asked Inspector 
Lee’ to fetch them from tho Registrar 
General's office, 
It was found that all judicial records 
had been sent to the Commission. 
Mr Hayllar said if those were the books 
witness referred to, he could have them. 
The Chief Justice said that portion of the 
oross-examination would be postponed, 
Examination resumed: —I believe the 
Japanese brothel was No. 5 Peel Street. 
The chair Ileit in Wellington Street that 
night was a little farther off Staveley Street, 
Peel and Staveley Streets are parallel, The

Noronha’s and went. up 
Aberdeen Street, Aberdeen Street is not 
the best way to my house. My intention 
was to have visited the licensed honses in 
Hollywood Road that night. Sergeant 
Stanton gave evidence at the Police Court 
that I was druok, but he modified it good 
deal afterwards. I consider I was ina fit 
state-to-go to visit registered brothels that 
night botore I was aseaulted. The Oriental 
Hotel closed a6 12 o’oluok ; I got into the chair 
and gotoutagain afterafew minutes. I went 
straight to Noronha’s, 3¢ took me more than 
15- minutes to get there, because wo. were 
walking Jeisurely; in ordinary walking, it 
would take 3or4 minutes: 1 talked: tor 2.

I never gavo him the key 
back, No 34 HollywoodgRoad was ocoupied 
by two European women before the Japaneno, 
Their furniture was sold by distross for rent, 
I attended the sulo and bought a good many 
things, among them arm-ochairs and cham- 
pagne glasses. These four orm-chairs and 
13 eherspaene glasses (The Chief Justico: 
Very unlucky number,. Mr Hayllar:—Yes, 
fery Lerareg’ Poe pd were leit in No, 34 
Hollywood Road when the Japancse went 
intoit. I sold tho things to a company here 
named Soon Po. I heard that thie Japanese 
women in Peel Street had sold out a fow 
days after the row. Ido not know that in 
that sale there werd.the four arm chairs 
and glasses sold.on this ccoasion. I was 
siok then ; I did not sco the things sold,..I 
sold the things I bought the.same day to a 
man at Soon Po’s, I do-not know that 
man’s name; the shop.is shut up now. Ido 
not remember how much I sold the things for. 


When the Court resumed, Mr Whitehead 
was again cross-examined: —I bought a 
eed ee things at No, 84 Hollywood 

ond. I did not sell all to Soonpo. . I took 
away the sedan chair, and sold it again, I 
may have bought two punkahs, but I don’t ro- 
member, I bought about $100 worth. There 
was also. a sale on the 19th April, and I 
bought « great many things then, I don’t 
remember buying a pier glasa I did not 
take away one. This sale was held by Mr 
Armstrong. I did not pay Mr Armatrong 
for the thinga I bought. It was a 
mixed up sole, Mr Guedes selling the 
things on the 20th April, and I paid in one 
bill to Mr Guedes. 
he fed a little broken English, - I did 
not know at the time that ho had ‘an inter- 
ost in the house, I have heard it'since. I don’t 
remember when he broke up his establish- 
mont. On the 18th August 1874, I employed 
Inspector Horton to go with two mon, one 
of whom was very drunk, to No. 34 Wel- 
lington Street to detect an unlicensed house. 
Ia coompanied them up D’Aguilar Strest 
as far as the Roman Catholic Cathedral, 

At this stage one of the Jury asked the 
Court for permission to enquire what was 
the objet of this line of oross-examination, 
and if the.dirty linen of the Government 
was to be washed before the public, he did 
not know when tho ease would be over. 
He did not know what _took place in 1874 
had to do with a common assault case a 
month ago. ’ r 

His Lordship said counsel had L greet lati- 
tude in oross-examination in ordor,to. dia- 
oredit a witness, and instanced the caso of 
the claimant in the Tichborne trial, which 
waa a simple question of identity, and it took 
them back to 20 years.
